Troops and rebels clash in El Salvador 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador — Troops battled rebels in the capital on 
Sunday after a massiv e guerrilla offensive that included an attack on the home 
of President Alfredo Cristiani, the military said. An American teacher was 
among at least 17 people re ported killed. 

More than 40 people were wounded and there were reports of fighting in 
four of the country’s 14 provinces, including in the northern section of San 
Salvador. 

Gunfire, explosions and sirens rang out throughout San Salvador when the 
guerrillas launched the offensive Saturday night, and the sounds of fighting 
could be heard into Sunday. 

Cristiani’s private home and his official residence both were attacked, 
military officials said. He was at his private home and was unhurt, they said. 

The international airport was closed after military installations there were 
attacked by mortar fire. 

Cristiani, speaking over nationwide radio and television, said he called a 
meeting of the Council of Ministers to consider declaring a state of siege. 

“The terrorists must know that there are judicial tools to fight these 
irrational attacks,” Cristiani said. 

“You must heed the call to not go out in the streets to stay in your houses or 
where you are right now. It’s just a question of a short time,” he told citizens. 


Demonstration in USSR injures 129 


MOSCOW — The Kremlin sent planeloads of soldiers to the Moldavian 
capital on Saturday after a brawl between police and demonstrators injured 
129, activists said. The government banned rallies and restricted:alcohol sales. 

Ion Hadyrka, a Soviet parliamentarian and the leader of the People’s Front 
movement, went on television to cancel a rally the organization had planned 
for Sunday in the center of Kishinev, the capital. 

“We don’t want any new casualties,” People’s Front spokeswoman Natasha 
Pascal said in a telephone interview from Kishinev. 

Officials of the People’s Front, formed last year to press for the rights of 
ethnic Moldavians, said officials announced on TV that 11 planeloads of sol- 
diers had been br ought to Kishinev to ensure order and that armored person- 
nel carriers were on the outskirts of the city. 

Some students were cleared out of their dormitories to make room for 
soldiers, said Yuri Rozhgo, a People’s Front official.

SALT LAKE CITY — A Republican legislator is preparing a bill that 
would make it a crime to sell tickets outside athletic events and concerts for a 
profit, a practice ticket-office officials say is growing too rapidly.

Rep. Larry Lunt, R-Salt Lake, is having the bill drafted and plans to 
introduce it when the Legislature convenes in January. 

He said he decided to write the bill after discussing the problem with Utah 
Jazz owner Larry Miller, who said some tickets at the Jazz-Golden State 
Warriors NBA playoff eames last spring were being sold outside the Salt 
Palace for 10.times their face value of $17.50. 

“T’m concerned about people making a profit on these things when they have 
done nothing to earn it,” Lunt said. “It also is unfair to the guy who can only 
afford to go to one or two professional basketball games, but can’t even get a 
ticket because they have been sold out to scalpers who then turn around and 
sell them at highly inflated prices.’ 


Nation's overall crime rate up 3 percent 


WASHINGTON —A7 percent jump in robberies paced a 5 percent 
increase in violent crimes during the first halt of this year, according to FBI 
statistics released Sunday. 

Overall, reported crimes went up 8 percent « during the first half of 1989 from 
the same period last year, with ‘each of the nation’s four regions posting 
increases, the bureau said in its Uniform Crime Report. 

By comparison, the FBI’s overall crime index increased 1 percent during 
both the first halves of 1987 and 1988 and went up 8 percent during the first six 
months of 1986. 

There was a 4 percent increase in overall crime reports in both the South and 
the West. Crime went up 2 percent in the Midwest and 3 percent in the 
Northeast, the report said. 

Among various categories of crime, the iggest increase was an 11 percent 
jump in motor vehicle thefts, followed by a7 percent hike in robberies. 


Drug legalization to gain more support 


i) WASHINGTON — The conversion of former Secretary of State Gece Pp 
Shultz has experts predicting others from across the political spectrum will 
join ranks with those who see decriminalization as a workable solution to the 
drug problem. National drug control policy director William J. Bennett ac- 
knowledges that Shultz may draw others with him, but argues that legaliza- 
tion isa “dopey idea” and a “moral disaster” that won’t wash with anyone who 
has been “within five miles of a crack house.” 

Nevertheless, legalization proponents are trumpeting an October speech by 
Shultz that appeared i in adapted form in The Wall Street Journal as a major 
step toward moving the once-radical viewpoint toward the mainstream. 

The political mix of legalization advocates is already broad. On the conserva- 
tive side are Shultz, who headed President Reagan’s State Department and 
President Nixon’s Treasur y Department and economist Milton Friedman. The 
liberal side includes Democratic Mayor Kurt Schmoke of Baltimore, a former 
prosecutor and Hodding Carter III, journalist and chief State Department 
spokesman in the Carter administr ation.

BERLIN — Workers punched 
through the Berlin Wal! Saturday, 
and border guards from two nations 
reached through a gaping hole and 
shook hands in a spine-tingling cere- 
mony marking the opening of the bor- 
der between East and West Ger- 
many. 

Millions of exultant East Germans 
poured across the border to revel in 
their new freedom to travel after 
three decades of confinement in their 
once strictly controlled country. 

East Germany's ADN news agency 
said West German. Chancellor Hel- 
mut Kohl and Communist Party chief 
Egon Krenz spoke by telephone Sat- 
urday about economic relations be- 
tween the nations and other matters 
related to the historic reforms taking 
place in Communist East Germany. 

Krenz’s daring gambit —- that by 
giving his people the freedom to 
travel he will stop an unprecedented 
exodus of his most talented young cit- 
izens — appeared to be working. 

West Germany’s president on Sun- 
day urged Western nations to help 
East Germany recover from the ex- 
odus of its citizens, and the mayors of 
East and West Berlin shook hands in 
no man’s land to usher in a new era of 
relations. 

Another hole was cut through the 
Berlin Wall to, the roaring cheers of 
spectators. East Berliners continued 
to flood the western half of the city, 
buying up anything they could afford 
with their $95 of government “wel- 
come money.’ 

Amid the euphoria, there were re- 
minders of the political changes and 
uncertainty still sweeping through 
East Germany, which opened its bor- 
ders Thursday and began carving 
passages through the 29-mile-long 
Berlin Wail Friday. 

The Communist Party announced 
an emergency congress for next 
month during which party chief Egon 
Krenz will try to solidify his power 
base. Krenz indicated a new Central 
Committee will be elected to carry 
out various reforms aimed at stopping 
East Germans from abandoning their 
Communist homeland. 

Since Krenz replaced hard-liner 
Erich Honecker as party chief Oct. 
18, 10 full members. of the ruling 21- 


member Politburo have lost their po- 
sitions. There also has been pressure 
for: the 163-member policy-setting 
Central Committee to resign. 

On West Berlin’s fashionable Kur- 
fuerstendamm avenue, about 1,000 
leftists marched through the streets 
shouting slogans against German re- 
unification. 

More than 3 million East Germans 
headed West over the weekend, while 
several hundred thousand people 
made their way to Berlin from other 
countries to join a 4-day-old celebra- 


tion that showed no sign of slowing - 


down. 

“The wall will never be what it used 
to be. It remains a memorial to inhu- 
manity,” West German President 
Richard von Weizsaecker said in a 
speech in West Berlin. 

More than 200,000 East Germans 


have left East Germany since Sep- | 


tember. There have been reports that 
medical students have been drafted to 


work in hospitals to make up for the © 


loss of doctors and nurses.’ 

Turning his attention to other na- 
tions, von Weizsaecker, the former 
West Berlin mayor, said: “The West 
should be ready to help East Ger- 
many with open hearts and open 
doors.” 

He cautioned that the West should 
not interfere in East Germany inter- 
nally but urged the East Berlin lead- 
ership to stick to its promise of free 
elections. 

Weizsaecker later went through 
the new Berlin Wall crossing at Pots- 
damer Platz, took several steps into 
East Berlin and exchanged a few 
words with some border guards as he 
was mobbed by hundreds of people. 

West Berlin Mayor Walter Mom- 
per and his East Berlin counterpart, 
Erhard Krack, met at the Potsdamer 
Platz, once a vibrant city center but 
now a bleak no man’s land bisected by 
the Berlin Wall and flanked by con- 
crete watchtowers. 

Their highly symbolic handshake 
represented a start of a new era of 
optimism on closeness for the German 
people, although Krenz and other offi- 
cials have flatly ruled out reunifica- 
tion of the countries. 

Outside Berlin, East Germany 
opened at least 10 more border cross- 
ings to West Germany for the seem- 
ingly endless stream of visitors who 
created mammoth traffic jams

There is even a primal scene of the

up — which allows their remarkable 
expressive faces to communicate 
their thoughts.

Paul Shaffer, known for his work on
